Dan Handy stated if Sandra Rogers decides
to expand she would have to come back to the P.B. Specia Use Permits are
renewed every year.

Judy
Gillman asked if the fenced in area could possibly be moved. Sandra Rogers
stated there is not another place to move it to and sheis planning on using this
area.
